Community College is celebrating its 
official 75th birthday! 


As most of you know, Itawamba Junior College was 
organized as an extension of Itawamba Agricultural High 
School, which opened in 1921, situated on what was once a 
cotton and corn field on a 100-acre parcel of land purchased 
for $4,000. More than 20 years later, the foresight of a 
handful of Itawamba countians persisted until IJC opened 
in September 1948 with a freshman class of 114 regular 
students and another 170 veterans enrolled in trade training 
for carpentry, brick and stone masonry, auto mechanics and 
intensive business training. In 1987, ПС was the first in the 
state to change its name to community college for a stronger 
connection to the region it serves. 

In case you didn't know, 1948 was the year that Harry 
Truman defeated Thomas Dewey, Strom ‘Thurmond 
and Henry A. Wallace in the Presidential election. In the 
American National Football League, the Philadelphia 
Eagles defeated the Chicago Cardinals, 7-0, to win the 
championship. Warner Brothers showed the first color 
newsreel (Tournament of Roses parade and Rose Bowl 
game). It was also the year of the 20th Academy Awards 
ceremony, establishment of the World Health Organization 
by the United Nations and the unveiling of the Land Rover. 
Closer to home, the Community Development Foundation 
was also “born” that year. 


Now in 2023...more than seven decades of progress 
from meager beginnings to three locations in Fulton, ‘Tupelo 
and Belden, 200-plus acres and 1,413,873 square feet and 
most importantly, a significant imprint on thousands of lives 
and thousands of futures for those of all ages. 

As Гуе mentioned in previous issues, some of you, our 
alumni, have been a member of our ICC family since the 
"early days," and some have Joined along the way. Following 
the spring commencement ceremony, we've added more 
than 1,000 individuals who completed degree requirements 
and join you as proud alums.

“This 
facility will give our student-athletes a first-class venue to showcase their 
talents. Their pride will undoubtedly translate to success. This facility will 
enable our coaches to recruit some of the best players because it will serve 
as a visual reminder that ICC cares enough about our student-athletes to 


provide top-notch accommodations. 
At ICC, we take pride in all of our 
student-athletes. Our investment in 
our facilities is an investment in their 
future, one that will reap significant 
dividends for many years to come.”

Thompson (softball) of Potts Camp 
represented their teammates in 
making remarks during the ceremony. 

“This new complex will go a long 
way in helping future players have 
the best opportunities to live up to the 
ICC slogan of The Best Start Here... 
and I’m proud to be a building block 
in the foundation of all the great 
things to come,” Mills said. 

In expressing appreciation to ICC's 
leadership for their vision, Thompson 
agreed. “There has been a lot of blood, 


sweat and tears from so many players 
who have come before us to help make 
ICC softball what it is today. This new 
facility will honor those sacrifices while 


helping to build toward newfound 
success in the future.”
